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How Will General Staff Eligibility Law 
Affect Morale of Officers? 


By Major Bernard Lentz, Infantry 


HE act of June 4, 1920, contains 
a General Staff eligibility provi- 
sion.* This article is an attempt to 


point out how. this provision will 


affect the esprit of the officers of the Army 
at large five, ten or twenty years hence. 
It is not a criticism of things as they are 
new. If we would look intelligently into 
the future, our starting point must neces- 
surily be the present. 

For those who will feel inclined to 
eiticize my views I shall quote Thomas 
A. Edison, who recently said: “I always 
welcome criticism. It helps me think and 
often shows me where I have been wrong.” 
So, if my critics will be tolerant, I shall 
welcome a comeback, for we are all after 
the same thing—officers with the best 
eprit, which, in turn, will make a highly 
eficient Army. 


The “Closed Shop Principle” 


I don’t believe the sponsors for the 
aforesaid law had it in mind, but I feel 
(and a considerable number of our offi- 
cers share this feeling) that this law in- 
troduces into our Army what in labor 
parlance is called “the closed shop prin- 
ciple’ and may bring about, as time goes 
by, a caste, a house of lords, a self-per- 
petuating -body. If this be so then the 
law has mo place in the Army. If the 
law, as I+shall attempt to show, is. un- 
natural, unpsychological and un-American, 
then it should by all means be modified 
with a view to eliminating the bad fea- 
tures and retaining the good. 

I believe in a General Staff Eligibility 
law (a regulation would be better, for 
tten undesirable features could, from time 
to time, be eliminated without Congres- 
sional action), that makes for a highly

efficient -General Staff, but I do not be- 
licve in a law or regulation which in its 
cperation injures the Army as a whole 
and which glorifies General Staff duty at 
the expense of duty with troops or other 
important duties. 

How does this law introduce the closed 
shop principle? The answer is that it 
leaves but one channel—the General Staff 
School—-through which all must go to be- 
come eligible. Whether or not an officer 
ever reaches the Staff School rests not on 
his complete record of service, but largely 
or. the marks he makes in one year in an- 
other school—the School of the Line. 

A prominent officer recently wrote me 
as follows: “Take our West Point classes 
twenty or. twenty-five years after gradua- 
tion. Look down the list of any class and 
piace a red mark after every man who 
stands out in the elass. You will find your 
red marks go from the top to the very 
bottom and if you rearrange them in the 
order of the red marks, the list will bear 
bo resemblance whatever to the gradua- 
tion list. The cadets are under the closest 
possible supervision for four long strenu- 
cus years with every chance to size them 
up physically, mentally, morally and 
otherwise, and grade them accordingly. 
If they will not stand the test of a quar- 
ter of a century, how can we hope to 
arrange men in schools of one or two 


years’ duration in an order that will stand 
the test of time?” 

To all this, it may be replied that the 
door to the General Staff School is open 
to all officers. Theoretically this may be 
so, but practically it is not. First of all 
anu officer must be selected to go to the 
School of the Line. This selection is based 
on the officer’s complete record of service 
and is eminently correct. The cases of 
officers going into the Staff Class without 
graduation from the School of the Line 
are so few as to be negligible for the pur- 
pose of this discussion. From the gradu- 
ates of the School of the Line, the class 
for the Staff School is selected, the basis 
being the marks made in the former and 
not the officer’s complete record includjng 
his school record. When, as may be the 
case, sixty or seventy per cent. of one 
Line Class are taken into the Staff Class 
one year and only forty or fifty per cent. 
another year, depending largely on the 
quarters situation at Leavenworth, surely 
it cannot be said that the door to the 
Staff School is open to all. 

Even if all officers who so desire could 
go through the General Staff School, it 
would still, to my mind, be unprogressive 
to hgse General Staff eligibility solely on 
what said officers do at the school, be- 
cause limiting eligibility to one channel is 
apt to be too much like Samuel Crother’s 


description of the mind of a 
“a club, of which his thoughts are the 
members and into which no new members 
may be initiated if ony of the old mem- 
bers black-ball the applicant.”

The 
General Service Schools can and do teach 
the latter, but when it comes to ideas— 
which means creative ability—we enter 
the domain over which the Lord aione 
rules. Only the Almighty can give this 
talent. Education will help to develop it

This ef- 
fort to economize on the part of the Ser- 
vices will do much to disarm the members 
in Congress who are demanding a reduc- 
tion in the strength of the Army and Navy. 

“I am highly pleased with the manner 
in which the representatives of the Ser- 
vices are approaching the pay problem,” 
said Mr. McKenzie. “They are recogniz- 
ing the necessity of economy in the cost 
of maintaining the Army and Navy. At 
the same time, I think we will be able to 
work out and secure the passage of legisla- 
tion which will give the older officers and 
higher grades of enlisted men a great deal 
better than the 1908 pay. The plans that 
are being worked out will also assist in 
maintaining the Army and Navy at some- 
thing like their present strength. Only 
through co-operation of the United Services 
with their friends in Congress will we be 
able to secure something like a reasonable 
rate of pay and prevent drastic reductions 
in the strength of both the Army and Navy 
and, so far as that is concerned, the other 
Services. 

“From some of the communications 
printed in the Army AND’ Navy JOURNAL 
of last week protesting against pay based 
on the length of service, you might imag- 


ine that this is an entirely new and radi- 
cal principle. As a matter of fact, there 
is nothing new in the tentative bill which 
I submitted to our joint committee. Prac- 
tically every proposition in the bill is either 
a law now or has been some time in the 
history of the Services. 

“I note that there is a protest against 
a condition that might result from the en- 
actment of our bill into law under which 
captains would draw higher pay than ma- 
jors. If the writer of that communication 
had given the subject a second thought he 
would realize that a captain with twenty 
years’ service, or four fogies, would draw 
more pay than some of the young majors 
that are now in the Service. Neither are 
family allowances a new idea. At pres- 
ent a bachelor is given mileage of seven 
cents a mile when he changes his station, 
while a married officer receives in addition 
tickets for his dependents. The same 
principle is embodied in the allowance for 
Navy officers who go to sea or Army offi- 
cers ordered to field service. The bachelor 
receives no allowances for quarters, heat 
and light when he is sedated to sea or to 
field service. The principle is in war risk 
insurance, as in quite a number of other 
features of the pay and allowances for 
officers and men of the Services. 

“Under existing law, Army officers re- 
ceive increased pay for length of service 
for twenty years, while under our bill it is 
extended for thirty years. Rations for 
officers is not a new mag oy in the 
pay for the Services. om 1798 to 1871, 
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or almost a hundred years, Army officers 
drew rations.

Gen. Pershing Outlines 


New Personnel Bill 


As a result of the testimony of General 
Pershing before the House Committee on 
Military Affairs on Jan. 18 a new Army 
personnel bill will be submitted by the 
War Department to Congress. It will not 
reduce the number of officers authorized 
for the Army, but will make a temporary 
reduction, in what General Pershing de- 
clares the interest of efficiency and econ- 
omy. It will propose a gradual reduction 
of the number of officers to 12,000 by use 
of the elimination and retirement provi- 
sions of existing law, and then to build up, 
by taking in from the lower grades, to 
17,000 


General Pershing also made a statement 
te the committee of the number of camps 
and Army posts that should be retained. 
He outlined the general military policy as 
it is being carried out and the functions of 
the three component parts of the Army. 
He emphasized the importance of bringing 
up the standard of the Regular Army com- 
missioned personnel to act as instructors 
for the National Guard, Organized Re- 
serves, Officers’ Reserve Corps, Reserve 
Officers’ Training Corps and the Citizens’ 
Military Training Camps. General Per- 
shing’s statement was a comprehensive one. 
It came as a surprise to Congress, for he 
proposed a reduction in the number of offi- 
cers and a number of real economy meas- 
ures. He impressed the committee with 
his willingness to co-operate with the leg- 
islative branch in reducing the expenses of 
the Military Establishment. It was a 
real sensation on Capitol Hill and it had 
a tendency to disarm the critics of the 
Regular Army. 


Retain Authorized Strength. 


At the same time Genera] Pershing ad- 
‘hered to the general policy that has been 
recommended by the General Staff. He 
insisted that there should be no reduction 
im the authorized strength of the commis- 
sioned personnel of the Regular Army. In 
effect, he argued that there should be a 
new type of Regular Army officer to carry 
out the policy of the department author- 
ized by the amended National Defense act. 
Under the Class B process he would elimi- 
nate the officers who cannot coihe up to 
the new requirements of the Regular 
Army. General Pershing insisted that the 
enlisted strength of the Regular Army 
ehould not be reduced below 150,000 and 
showed, by tables, how the present distri- 
bution of that force indicated this. 

Under the head of commissioned person- 
nel General Pershing said: 

"The act of 1920 provided for some 17,- 

officers. In order to fulfil the mission 
of the Regular Army this number will be 
necessary, especially when the National 
Guard reaches its maximum strength and 
the Reserves complete their organization. 
Moreover, officers cannot properly be 
trained for war in a brief period and ordi- 
mary precaution, based, in our case, upon 
bitter experience, would dictate the main- 
tenance of a large number of officers ready 
to command or train others. It is recom- 
mended that the act of Congress provid- 
ing this number be not altered or disturbed, 
so that expansion could easily be made to 
that number of officers and men, if neces- 
sary. <A careful study indicates that for 
a full development of the national defense 
project we shall eventually have legitimate 
use for the full number of officers now 
authorized. A table ‘showing how these 
officers are to be used to meet the require- 
ments of instructing the expanding Na- 
tional Guard and the Reserves has been 
compiled by the Staff and is in the hands 
of the military committees of the Senate 
and House. 


Regulate Strength by Appropriation. 


“If deemed expedient, for reasons of 
economy or otherwise, the number of offi- 
cers can be regulated by the annual appro- 
priation act. In the estimate for the fis- 
cal year 1923 funds are requested for the 
maintenance of 13,000 officers, which is 
the number on the list at present. The 
limited number is the result of the action 
of the Secretary of War, taken in the in- 
terest of economy, by discontinuing fur- 
ther original appointments. The War De- 
partment is prepared to ee eral 
plan through the fiscal year 1 with the 
number authorized in the budget. 

“The actual state of the commissioned 
Personnel presents some difficulties: 

“First: The various grades beginning 
at the top are now required to be kept 
filled by promotion as vacancies occur. The 
condition will continue, therefore, of hav- 
ing a number of colonels, lieutenant col- 
onels, majors and captains appropriate to 
4 total officer body of 16,677, at the same 
time having no second lieutenants and a 
shortage of first lieutenants. It will be 
impossible, with this top-heavy condition, 
to comply with the legal distribution to 
branches of the Service and, unless re- 
lieved in some way, we shall continue to 
have too rapid promotion in the lowe1 


grades. . 

“Second: The higher grades include a 
considerable number of officers who, while 
their service has been meritorious under 
old Army conditions, are really not quali- 

to carry on the enlarged mission 
in connection with the development of the 
Citizen Army which Congress has wisely 
imposed upon the officers of the Regular 
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Army. In the lower grades also are some 
officers who can never be to meas- 
ure up to the new high standard demanded. 
If these officers remain on the active list 
during the period of reduced commissioned 
strength the actual number of available 
officers is in effect still further reduced, 
and it will be impracticable to bring in 
efficient new officers whose services are 
especially required. 
Down to 12,000, Then Up. 


“In order to meet this actual situation 
it is proposed for your consideration that, 
for the time being, an officer strength of 
14,000 be authorized, suitably distributed 
by grade and branch of service, provided 
that, until July 1, 1923, the total strength 
shall not exceed 13,000, and that steps be 
taken to adjust to new numbers in grades 
and branches as follows: 

“(a) Immediately reduce, so far as prac- 
ticable, by clearing the active list of offi- 
cers who are least effective and of those 
desiring separation from the active list, 
and also those who, for any other reason, 
are of doubtful further value. Provide a 
board of five general officers to select super- 
numerary officers for retirement and dis- 
charge. Retire officers of over ten years’ 
service with 2% per cent. pay for each 
year of service and discharge others with 
one year’s pay. .This step will be in the 
interests of economy and efficiency and 
will bring the officer strength down at once 
to a little over 12,000. 

“(b) Make the further reduction neces- 
sary by refraining from filfing vacancies 
by promotion (or by appointment in the 
Medical Department and Chaplains) until 
the new authorized numbers are reached. 

“(c) Begin at once building up the 
lower grades by appointment, within the 
limiting total strength of 13,000 for the 
fiscal year 1923. 


Transfer Officers as Needed. 


“(d) Grant authority to transfer offi- 
cers without the necessity of a request 
from them and make the necessary trans- 
fers and assignments so that officers may 
be suitably distributed to branches and 
dv ties. 

“(e) Provide a minimum length of 
three years’ service as a prerequisite for 
promotion from second lieutenant to first 
lieutenant, and an appropriate require- 
ment of service for promotion to the other 
grades. 

“In general, such a plan will result in 
reducing at once to a little over 12, 
officers. The number of colonels and lieu- 
tenant colonels remaining would be a 
proper percentage of 14,000. The number 
of majors and captains would be some- 
what in excess of the proper percentage 
of 14,000. No promotions would occur 
until the excess in these grades has been 
absorbed. The number of lieutenants will 
be somewhat less than the proper percen- 
tage of 14,000. As a whole, there will be 
an acute shortage of officers for a while, 
but the disadvantages of this shortage will 
be offset by clearing the present personne] 
of its least effective element, and will be 
gradually relieved by appointment of sec- 
ond lieutenants. 


Training Plans. 


“The training plans for the coming sum- 
mer include the employment of a limited 
number of Reserve officers as assist@ht in- 
structors at the Citizens’ Military Train- 
ing Camps. This is proposed primarily as 
an effective means of further training for 
the Reserve officers concerned. However, 
if the experiment should prove successful 
it may result in an economical means of 
reinforcing our Regular officers during the 
summer training season. If so, this may 
eventually make it possible to develop the 
full program under the National Defense 
act without returning to the full number 
of Regular officers authorized in that law. 

“If the general plan above outlined 
should be of interest to the committee I 
am prepared to submit it in detail.” 

In response to questions from members 
of the committee, Genera] Pershing de- 
clared that he was in favor of eliminating 
vocational training from the Regular 
Army. He said that Camps Holabird, Jes- 
up and Normoyle could be abolished with- 
out decreasing the efficiency of the Army.

COAT OF ARMS APPROVED FOR 
18ST ANTI-AIRCRAFT BATTALION. 


The Secretary of War has approved a 
coat Of arms for the 1st Anti-Aircraft 


Battalion, C.A.C. 

The battalion was organized at Fort 
Monroe, Va., on July 1, 1921. 

The technical description is as follows: 

Blazonry—Shield: Per fess dancette ar- 
gent and sable, a thunderbolt bandwise 
proper penetrating the chariot wheel of 
Helios winged with two dexter wings in- 
verted, forming a saltire with the first 
charge, all counter-changed and upon the 
wheel the sun in splendor of the third. 
Crest: On a wreath of the colors an eagle’s 
head crased or. Motto: Non est ad astra 
mollis o terris via. 

Description—The aims and purposes of 
the battalion are told in pictorial form by 
the story from Greek mythology of the 
winged chariot of Helios which was 
brought to earth by a bolt of lightning 
thrown by Zeus. A summary of the story 
is as follows: Helios, the sun, drove across 
the heavens from east to west daily in a 
winged chariot drawn by the celestial 
horses. His son, Phaston, in order to 
please his mother, and to satisfy those who 
doubted that he was really a son of Helios, 
obtained permission from his father to 
take his place in the chariot for one day. 
Phaston had scarcely taken the reins when 
the celestial horses, despising their weak 
driver, turned out of their path and set 
everything on fire. 

When the chariot came so near the earth 
that the Ethiopians were blackened by the 
near approach of the sun, Zeus, with a 
well-aimed bolt of lightning, wrecked the 
chariot and sent it plunging into the 
River Po. 

This is the first historical record of a 
hit being scored against an aerial target. 

The shield is divided by the saw-tooth 
line taken from Lord Delaware’s arms, 
which were the basis of the coat of arms 
for the coast defenses of the Chesapeake. 
The upper part of the shield is white, the 
lower half black, for day and night. 

The crest is for the arms of James Mon- 
roe, with the colors reversed, a red eagle’s 
head on a gold shield. 

The motto is translated: “The way to 
the stars is not easy.” 


ARMY OFFICERS IN LANSING 

‘’ ORGANIZE AN ASSOCIATION. 

Nearly fifty Reserve, National Guard 
and Regular Army officers in Lansing, 
Mich., attended a dinner on Jan. 17, when 
plans were discussed concerning the for- 
mation of an association or a club com- 
posed of Army and Navy officers which 
would counteract pacific ideas and propa- 
ganda with which the extremists are flood- 
ing the country. 

In talks by different officers present 
opinion was expressed that because the 
war is over we should not dispense with 
the Army entirely. Those who addressed 
the officers were: Col. Earl R. Stewart, 
commanding the 126th Infantry ; Col. John 
S. Bersey, adjutant general; Major Loren 
C. Grieves, U.S.A., state instructor; Major 
A. D. Cowley, U.S.A., in charge of the 
organizing of the Organized Reserve in the 
3d Michigan District, and Col. J. C. Me- 
Collough, commanding fhe 338th Infantry. 
These men all favored the formation of a 
club or an association which would assist 
in completing the organization of the Army 
of the United States in all three of its com- 
ponent groups, the Regular Army, the Na- 
tional Guard and the Organized Reserves.

vet us by all means have a General 
Staff Eligible List, but let the law be 
amended (or better yet, repealed amd regu. 
lations substituted therefor) so that every 
year additions may be made to the list 
from among officers whose complete ree 
ords, including school records, show that 
they are fitted for some or all of the mani- 
fold duties that fall to the lot of the Gen 
eral Staff officer. Such a step, in my 
opinion, will be in accordance with natural 
law, with the laws of psychology and it 
will also remove every suspicion that the 
American Army harbors an un-American 
principle. 

To quote again from the letter of the 
officer referred to earlier in this artide 
“the very foundation of American Goven- 
ment rests on the equality of opportunity; 
the defense of the Government should ret 
no less on the same firm foundation.” 

History has taught us repeatedly that 
a certain cause is bound to have a cer 
tain effect and history is replete with 
causes similar to the ones that I have at- 
tempted to describe, and I know of no in- 
stance where the effects have not bea 
similar to those I have ventured to predict 
for the General Staff Eligibility law. 

Having pondered long over what I have 
written and having discussed this matter 
with many officers whose opinions I highly 
respect, I conclude with the hope that the 
General Staff Eligibility law may & 
modified. 


CIVILIAN CLOTHES FOR OFFICERS 
WHILE ON DUTY AT WASHINGTOD.

NAVY AVIATOR REPORTS ON 
EXPERIENCES WHILE ADRIFT, 


In his report to the commandant, U.S. 
Naval Air Station, Pensacola, Fla., on 
Oct. 27, 1921, just made public, Lieut. A. 
M. Darby, U.S.N.R.F., gives an account 
of the movements of the R-6-L, Seaplane 
No. A-8893, during fifty-one hours of 
drifting in heavy seas in the Gulf of 
Mexico, when the plane ran out of gas- 
cline. 

The plane, en route from New Orleans 
to Burwood, when within ten minutes of 
Burwood, was forced to land in the gulf, 
the supply of gasoline having run out. 
Immediately upon landing an anchor was 
thrown out, but due to the heavy sea, 
high wind and shortness of line, it broke 
out of the soft mud and although it 
caught several times, the surges of the 
sea broke it loose. 

After fifty-one hours of drifting, in 
which time about ninety miles were cov- 
ered, the U.S.S. Allegheny came _to the 
rescue. “The Allegheny threw us a line, 
then sent a raft over, and we were taken 
or board,” Lieutenant Darby said.

The House Committee on Naval Af- 
fairs Jan. 19 reported out (H.R. 9953) 
a bill which will repeal the law under 
which a retired officer of the Navy, Marine 
Cerps or Coast Guard ordered for active 
duty is given credit for such service 
for promotion as if he had been continu- 
cusly on active duty.

WEARING U.S. NAVY UNIFORMS 
WHEN ASHORE IN FRANCE. 


The U.S. Navy Department announced 
on Jan. 5, that a copy of a mote received 
by the Secretary of State dated Nov. 29, 
1921, from the French Ambassador, states 
that the French government desires that 
“in the future American naval officers and 
sailors, when visiting French territory, 
should refrain from wearing. uniform un- 
less on official duty either as members of 
a mission or when attached to an Ameri- 
can vessel visiting French ports.” ; 

The Navy Department desires a strict 
compliance with the above request. 


NAVY MAN IS RECOMMENDED 
FOR A LIFE-SAVING MEDAL. 


The Secretary of the Navy has commend- 
ed Dewey H. Trivett, C.M.M., U.S.N., at- 
tached to the U.S.S. Proteus and recom- 
mended him to the Secretary of the Treas- 
ury for a life-saving medal for his rescue 
of James H. Tarpley, fireman, 3d class, U. 
S.N., on July 24, 1921, while the Proteus 
was lying at anchor at Lisbon, Portugal. 
Tarpley lost his footing as he was disem- 
barking from a motor launch to the ship’s 
gangway. ‘Trivett, who was acting as en- 
gineer of the launch, dived overboard be- 


| tween the ship and launch at great risk to 


his own life and rescued Tarpley.

London dispatches report a revival of 
friction, recently dormant, between Italy 
and Jugo-Slavia over the Adriatic ques- 
tion through the refusal of the former to 
withdraw the Italian warships which haye 
been lying at the Jugo-Slavia port of Se- 
benico for some days past. The war ves- 
sels were originally dispatched to Sebenico 
on account of the mobbing by Croatians 
of some Italian sailors who were ashore 
on leave from an Italian warship then in 
the harbor. This incident brought about 
a protest from the Italian government, 
which was answered by 4, Martyr ahs 4 
from Jugo-Slavia demanding the 
ate withdrawal of the Italian wa 
The Italian government is gaid to have 


nored the Jugo-Slav demand and to have 
sent additional warships to Sebenico. 


The Far East. 


Peking press dispatches report that Gen. 
Wu Pei Fu, Super Tuchun of the Yangste 
Valley provinces, is mo large bedies af 
troops north from Hupeh, at the same time 
denouncing the Peking government’s pro- 
Japanese policy as compromising Chinese 
interests in the Washington Conference. 

Other reports declare that the Pe 
government has been negotiating di 
with Japan on the Shantung issue over 
the heads of its delegation to the confer- 
ence and that this action has resulted in 
acute tension throughout China. 

Another action of the Peking govern- 
ment that has greatly aroused Chinese na- 
tionalist feeling is the reported pardo 
of the members of the pro-Japanese An 
clique, who were more than a year ago 
driven from power by Wu Pei Fu, 
acting as a lieutenant of Tsao Kun, Tu- 
chun of Chihli province. Some of the 
Anfu leaders are even reported to have 
been appointed to office in the present Pe- 
king government. 


Demands Resignation of Cabinet. 


Late press dispatches are to the effect 
that Wu Pei Fu has sent an ultimatum to 
the government demanding the resignation 
of the Liang Shi-Yi cabinet within three 
days. This cabinet,was installed in office 
several weeks ago as the result of the coup 
d'état effected by Chang-Tso-lin, the Super 
Tuchun of Manchuria, and the prospects 
are that Wu Pei Fu’s movement against 
the Peking government may. develop into 
a civil war between the forces of the two 
super tuchuns, 

Additional information has become avail- 
able relative to the oceupation by the Jap- 
anese of Tsitsihar on the Chinese Eastern 
Railway reported in these columns last 
week. The reason given by the Japanese 
for this action is-that on Dec. 22 a squad 
of twelve Japanese soldiers, who were 
guarding the transportation of a large 
quenttey of explosives over the post road 

rom ‘Tsitsihar to Blagevestchensk, were 
killed by Chinese bandits. Other reports 
declare. however, that the explosives were 
destined to be used for the purpose of 
blowing up the big bridge over the Amur 
railway at Blagovestchensk and thus 
vent the Chita government from 

its troops over the railway against’ the 
Russian reactionaries who recently occu- 
pied Habarovsk. 


MAJOR GEN. H. L. ROGERS, U.S.A. 
PRAISES OUR TROOPS ABROAD. 

Major Gen. Harry L, Rogers, Q.M. Gen- 
eral, U.S.A., who recently returned from 
Europe on duty connected with Quarter- 
master Corps activities,.imspeeted every 
permanent American cemetery in Europe. 
He expressed himself as fully satisfied 
with the work of the American Graves 
Registration Service. 

Just prior to his departure for the 
United States, General Rogers. accompa- 
nied by Col. H. F. Rethers, chief of the 
A.G.R.S., inspected the American ceme- 
tery at Brookland, England. 

General Rogers visited the American 
Forces in Germany, where he made an ia- 
spection of Quartermaster Corps organiza- 
tions. He was tendered an inspection 
review of all the troops at Coblenz by 
eral Allen. In a preliminary report 
eral Rogers said in part: 

“T inspected all the barracks, mess halis 
and kitchens, and I have never. a 
more satisfactory condition.

USE OF SHOTGUNS BY AIRMEN. 


Flying personnel in the various Air Ser- 
vice organizations have not been taking 
advantage of the allowance of shotgun 
ammunition placed at their disposal under 
Regulations. «Major Gen. M. M. Patrick, 
U.S.A., Chief of Air Service, in recently 
calling the attention of officers to the mat- 
ter, says: 

“The minimum amount that should be 
expended at Special Service Schools for 
students undergoing flying training will] be 
stated in the curricula of trainirg for the 
various schools which are now being re- 
vised. To derive the utmost amount of 
benefit from this training it is obvious 
that the maximum amount of ammunition 
allowed should be used. 

“Stadents authorized to expend this am- 
munition should be encouraged at all times 
to take advantage of the opportunity to 
| soe themselves better in gunnery by 

voting considerable time to trap shoot- 
ing, even though they expend more ammu- 
nition than will be called for in the afore- 
mentioned curricula. 

“Trap shooting and the use of the shot- 
gun are valuable aids in training for aerial 
gunnery, and it is therefore deemed neces- 
sary that such instruction be included in 
the training of Air Service fiying per- 
sonnel.” 


NAVAL AIR OFFICERS GO ABROAD. 


Lieut. Comdr Zachary Lansdowne, U.S. 
N., has been ordered to Berlin, Germany, 
as assistant naval attaché for aviation, 
and in connection with the construction 
of a dirigible by the German government 
for the United States. 

Lieutenant Commander Fulton, U.S.N. 
(C.C.), has been ordered to Paris, France, 
and Berlin, Germany, in connection with 
the negotiations regarding a rigid airship 
to be constructed in Germany for the 
United States. Upon completion vf this 
duty he will proceed to Friedrichshafen to 
establish an office and assume duty as in- 
epector of naval aircraft and other con- 
struction work under the Barean of Aero- 
nautics. 








FLYING CIRCUS AT CAMP CRISSY. 

Nose dives vied with 3,000-foot para- 
chute jumps in a series of spectacular air- 
plane stunts at Crissy Field, Calif., Sun- 
day afternoon, Jan. 8, when fifteen Army 
aviators thrilled more than 20,000 pers»ns. 

Staged under the direction of Crissy 
Field, the exhibition was one of the most 
complete aviation performances since the 
termination of the war. Crissy Field 
proper and the hills of the Presidio, as 
well as all other points of vantage, pre- 
sented a colorful mosaic as the thousands 
of spectators viewed the circus. 

“Jinx” Jenkins, an aerial acrobat of 
moving picture fame, jumped from one 
plane to another at a height of 1,500 feet 
while the crowds below stood spellbound. 
Capt. Lowell Yerex piloted the stunt plane. 
Then came a tug of war between an Army 
plane and an Army motor truck, with the 
air machine victor. 

The feature of the program was the 
parachute jump of “Jinx” Jenkins from 
a plane soaring at 3,000 feet. The para- 
ehute, known as the Hardwick “safety 
pack,” was designed for Army aviators by 
Charles Hardwick, of San Franciso, a 
member of the local Air Service Reserve 
Squadron. In its use it proved very suc- 
cessful. Circling high above the field, Jen- 
kins was piloted to the 3,000-foot level by 
Captain Yerex. When over the waters of 
the bay, off the Marina, the dare-devil 
aviator leaped from the plane, shooting 
fully fifty feet through the air before the 
white silk parachute opened. Then, grace- 
fully, the umbrella-shaped parachute de- 
scended while Jenkins did acrobatic stunts 
on the bar of the chute. A southern wind 
first took him out further over the waters 
of the straits and a lifesaver’s motor boat 
started in pursuit. Then, caught in a 
nertherly current of air, the descending 

cachute came gliding in towards the 

idio and he landed in the waters of 
the surf. 

The demonstration was held under the 
supervision of Major H. H. Arnold, Air 
officer of the 9th Corps Area, and Major 
George H. Brett, commanding officer of 
Crissy Field.

NATIONAL MATCHES FOR 1922. 


Instructions have just been issued di- 
recting the Ordnance Department of the 
Army to prepare the required number of 
rifles, pistols and ammunition for the 1922 
National Matches. These instructions 
specify rifles essentially similar to those 
used during the 1921 National Matches, 


and which undoubtedly were the best Na- 
tional Match rifles heretofore produced. 
It has been found that many pistol 
shooters desire a broader type of front 
sight than the one ordinarily furnished 
with the Service pistol, and it has ac- 
cordingly been directed that a portion of 
the pistols for the next matches be 
equipped with these broad sights. It has 
been directed that the caliber .30 ammuni- 
tion for use at the matches will be spe- 
cially selected or manufactured with a 
view to superior accuracy at ranges up to 
and including 1,000 yards. 

The National Board for the Promotion 
of Rifle Practice has recommended that a 
beard consisting of certain officers of the 
Army, Navy and Marine Corps, and a 
civilian representative of the National 
Rifle Association of America, be ap- 
pointed to select rifles and pistols, and to 
test types of ammunition suggested by the 
Ordnance Department for use in the 1922 
National Matches. 

Frankford Arsenal is now at work on 
the development of a suitable type of 
ammunition for the National Matches, 
and it is contemplated that one or more 
types will be submitted for test by his 
board within the next two or three 
months. By selecting National Match 
emmunition at an early date, it will be 
possible to supply limited amounts of 
this ammunition to Service teams for test 
under match conditions. 

It is now thought probable that it will 
be necessary to develop special match am- 
munition for International Match use. In 
order to obtain the most perfect ammuni- 
tion possible to obtain in the country, all 
commercial small arms ammunition manu- 
facturers will probably be invited to sub- 
mit one or more types for competitive 
tests, which will be held by the board re- 
ferred to above early in the summer. 





MICROPHONES USED IN TEST. 


The Ordnance Department is conduct- 
ing experiments at the Aberdeen Proving 
Ground looking to the adaptation of 
sound ranging methods and apparatus to 
ballistic measurements. The t work 
is being done on the small arms range, 
where has been installed an apparatus 
which will record photographically the in- 
stants at which the projectile passes two 
air microphones placed near the gun and 
spaced suitably in the line of fire. 

The microphone nearest the gun is so 
near to it that for practical purposes the 
instant at which the projectile it 
and the instant of emergence m the 
muzzle may be considered identical. The 
record from the air microphones, there- 
fore, gives the muzzle velocity of the pro- 
jectile, since the record is provided with 
a suitable time scale. The recording a 
paratus is so designed that it will yield 
the velocity of each projectile in a burst 
from a machine gun.

RIFLE TARGETS. 


The War Department has made arrange- 
ments through the director of civilian 
marksmanship to obtain a supply of gal- 
lery targets from the National Rifle As- 
sociation. The association has recently 
perfected a new target which has been 
tested out on the range and which is said 
to improve the marksmanshir of those in- 
terested in the sport, as well as making it 
easier to record scores and other data inci- 
dent to firing matches. The department is 
desirous of promoting rifle practice in the 
Service and is making every effort to stim- 
ulate interest in the sport. 





CHAMPIONS OF PORTLAND C.D. 


During the month of October, 1921, 
various fort rifle competitions for teams 
of ten men, 40 shots per man, were held 
in the Portland, Maine, coast defenses 
with gallery ammunition. The one arous- 
ing the greatest amount of interest was 
the match between the 2d Company and 
the 5th Company shot at Fort McKinley, 
Me., on Oct. 3. The prize was a chicken 
dinner with all the fixings furnished the 
winner by the loser. 

The 2d Company won the match with a 
seore of 1,732 points out of the possible 
2,000 points. Captain Barker and Pvt. 
ist Class Polis tied for high place with 
188 points each. The 5th Company was 
suowed under by about 250 points. 

The 1st Company claimed the champion- 
ship for Fort Williams for this series of 
matches. On Dec. 16 the 1st Company 
mét the 2d Company with a team of five 
men on the gallery range of the 2d Com- 
pany at Fort Preble for a match on the 
fifty-foot range.

PRENCH 75’S FOR F.A. 


In pursuance of the policy of the Chief 
of Field Artillery, U.S.A., to eventually 
equip all Field Artillery brigades stationed 
in the United States with the 75-mm. gun 
(French), model of 1897, the 1st Light 
Field Artillery Brigade, upon its arrival 
at Aberdeen, Md., en route from Camp 
Dix, N.J., to Camp Meade, Md., by march- 
ing, will turn in its present guns, which 
are 75-mm. guns (American), model of 
1916, and receive the 75-mm. gun (French), 
model of 1897. The French 75-mm. gun 
is the standard light gun for both the Reg- 
ular Army and National Guard in this 
country. The American 75-mm. gun is an 
experimental split trail gun with which 
several regiments have heretofore been 
equipped.

NEW JERSEY, 


Speaker Rowland, of the New Jersey 
legislature, introduced a bill in the State 
Assembly on Jan. 10, providing for the dis- 
bundment of the 57th Infantry Brigaie 
and reorganizing it, as recommended by the 
Mackay Legislative Investigating Com- 
mittee. This bill reads in part as follows: 


A supplement to an act entitled “An act to 
amend an act entitled ‘An act concerning the 
militia of the State,’’’ approved March 4, 1918. 


(Chapter 222, Laws New Jersey, 1918.) 


Whereas, the morale and efficiency of the 57th 
Infantry Brigade, National Guard of this state, 
has been reduced to a ee where it ceases 
to be a military asset, an 

Whereas, this condition has existed for a 
period of more than a year and with no indica- 
tions of any improvement, and 

Whereas, the brigade is maintained at a 
great expense by the state of New Jersey and 
the Federal Government without adequate re- 
turn for the monies expended, therefore, 

Be it enacted by the Senate and General As- 
sembly of the state of New Jersey: 

1. The 57th Infantry Brigade of the New 
Jersey National Guard be and is hereby dis- 
banded, and all the commissioned officers and 
enlisted men of the brigade shall be transferred 
to the National Guard Reserve. 

2. There shall be organized a new infantry 
brigade to be formed and organized in conform- 
ity with the laws governing the Army of the 
United States and the regulations issued by 
the Secretary of War, to be designated and 
stationed as follows: [We omit the stations of 
the brigade, which is designated the 57th Ip- 
fantry Brigade.—Eb. ] 

The bill then provides for the holding 
of elections to fill vacancies, and empowers 
the Governor to issue the necessary orders 
carrying the provisions of this act ,into 
effect, the act to take effect immediately. 

In addition to the drastic findings of 
the Investigating Committee, we briefly 
noted in our issue of last week, the fol- 
lowing paragraphs from the report given 
in; full will be found of interest : 


“We find that the practice of appointing or 
electing officers of the ational Guard who 
do not possess the military qualifications, ability 
or experience necessary to command troops in 
the field is responsible for this deplorable con- 
dition, and that this is particularly true in_the 
case of the election of Brig. Gen. Howard 8. 
Borden as Commander of the Infantry Brigade; 
and that this condition has been further ac- 
centuated by the failure of the authorities of 
this state to recognize the loyalty, ability and 
experience of those citizens of the state who 
served in the Army of the United States during 
the World War. 

‘We find that the election of General Borden 
was forced by innuendo, almost amounting to 
threats toward the electors, the field officers 
of the 3d and 6th Regiments; that it was inti- 
mated that certain of them, who were in the 
civil service of the state, would be embarrassed 
in their official and civil employments should 
they fail to elect him; and that the pressure 
brought to bear and the influences used in this 
election are destructive of good morale and 
efficiency and are contrary to the spirit of the 
constitution of this state. 

“We find that War Department Regulations, 
which are designed to insure to the several 
states and the Federal Government efficient and 
able officers. of the National Guard, were not 
complied with by the board which examined Gen- 
eral Borden and that Federal recognition was 
extended to him notwithstanding. 

“All of which we find has brought about a 
condition of discord and disorganization in the 
Infantry Brigade, which has been further in- 
creased by the autocratic and_ ill-considered 
transfers of officers and organizations for per- 
sonal and political purposes in contravention of 
the spirit of the. constitution of this state, re- 
sulting in a condition in the brigade bordering 
upon disintegration.”

AEMS CONFERENCE EMPHASIZES THE 
ACUTE NECESSITY FOR INDUSTRIAL 
MOBILIZATION. 


The recent war demonstrated that the 
time has arrived when it is no more pos- 
sible for a nation to keep on hand in time 
of peace the arms, ammunition and equip- 
ment needed for its armies in time of 
war than it is to keep constantly under 
arms the men who would serve. As a 
consequence in time of peace the plans 
must be made for the rapid mobilization 
ef industry in time of war in the same 
way that plans are made for the mobiliza- 
tion of the manpower of the country. 

The agreements which have come and 
urdoubtedly will come from the Confer- 
ence for the Limitation of Armaments will 
tend and are tending to further empha- 
size the necessity to draw up in times of 
peace careful plans for industrial mobili- 
zation. 

The part which industrial mobilization 
plays in war was only partially understood 
in France and Germany and not at all 


anywhere else prior to the recent war. 
The sustained effort made by Germany 
for a period of more than four years could 
not have been kept up, in spite of the ex- 
cellence of her armies, had it not been for 
the foresight which, almost immediately 
war was declared, led to the establishment 
of an industrial General Staff, composed 
of the big business men of the country. 
Great Britain was prohibited from mak- 
ing a real effort even with the relatively 
small force which she had in the field in 
1914 and 1915, due to her inability to sup- 
ply it with essentials in sufficient quanti- 
ties. Russia’s effort was a failure, largely 
because of her inability to supply the im- 
mense armies which she put in the field 
inomediately war was declared, 


Handicap to Troops. 


In spite of the fact that contracts for 
the delivery of war material to our future 
Allies had tended to bring about a cer- 
tain mobilization of our industries prior 
tv our entry into the war, and in spite of 
the magnificent effort made after our en- 
try, we know that our troops had been 
fighting for a number of months before 
our industrial mobilization could be con- 
sidered as really being under way. 

There can be no doubt that the lack of 
any definite plan for industrial mobiliza- 
tion in this country and the rapidity with 
which it was necessarily worked out once 
war came was inevitably the cause of 
some of the business difficulties which we 
are now experiencing. 

The Arms Conference has limited the 
number of capital ships for the principal 
naval powers. It has limited the number 
of submarines and may limit their size. It 
has limited the number of airplane car- 
riers. It may insist upon the status quo 
with respect to fortification of naval bases 
in the Pacific Ocean. Capital ships and 
permanent fortifications can be built only 
with considerable time and without secrecy 
as a rule. Submarines can be built quick- 
ly. Merchant vessels can be _ turned 
quickly into cruisers and airplane carriers. 
As airplanes are steadily being developed 
for commercial purposes the necessity to 
quickly turn commercial planes into war 
planes will necessarily exist. 

With every limitation of armament in 
peace it is inevitable that plans will be 
made by every country to obtain the rapid 
placing in the field of the tremendous num- 
ber of weapons of various kinds.and the 
necessary ammunition in case of war. 


Lessons from War. 


Industrial mobilization in the last war 
showed that there was too much tendency 
among civilians to regard time as second- 
ary to cost and among military men too 
much failure to understand that modern 
war demands are on such a scale, material 
can not be asked for on a moment’s no- 
tice and obtained. The war showed that 
strategical moves made by the Army and 
Navy may have to be modified to meet 
essentials when those essentials do not 
exist in the country itself. 

Our experience clearly showed that in 
peace we should first establish some sort 
ofan organization made up primarily of 
business men with the heads of all Army 
and Navy supply departments to care- 
fully study and prepare plans for indus- 
trial mobilization; second, make arrange- 
ments to overcome the shortage with 
which we are constantly threatened in 
nitrogen, manganese, chrome, tungsten, 
dyestuffs, coal tar derivatives and several 
other essential materials; third, make ar- 
rengements by which private industries 
essential to war purposes could be encour- 
aged to maintain the necessary skeleton or- 
gunization and machine tools to insure the 
repid production of guns, munitions, air-

ADDITIONAL BEDS AVAILABLE 
FOR TUBERCULAR PATIENTS. 


The Government soon will have avail- 
able 3,150 additional beds for tubercular 
and 2,750 additional beds for neuro-psychi- 
atric ex-Service men who are being hos- 
pitalized under the direction of the U.S.

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COMMENT ON THE NEW PAY BILL 








CONSTRUCTIVE VS. ACTUAL SERVICE. 


Te THe Epiror: 

The article in your Jan. 7 edition on 
“New Pay Rates for Officers” is very in- 
teresting. It is perhaps too early to in- 
telligently comment on the features of the 
proposed bill, yet I feel that officers gener- 
ally will be glad to have the meaning of 


See. 3 made clear. 
The first paragraph of that section pro- 


vides, in substance, that, “to each officer 
heretofore appointed in the Regular Army, 
ether than in.course of promotion by seni- 
erity, there shall be credited on date of 
such appointment for purposes of pay con- 
structive service as follows: First lieuten- 
ant, three years; captain, seven years; 
major, fourteen years, etc., and such con- 
structive service shall include all actual 
service rendered prior to that date.” It 
further provides ‘that where actual com- 
missioned service (before date of appoint- 
ment) is in excess of period of construc- 
tive service to which an officer is entitled 
he will be credited with said actual service 
instead of said constructive service. 

Thus far it appears clear that an officer 
appointed in the grade of captain on July 
1, 1920, has to his credit on that date 
seven: years’ constructive service. An offi- 
cer appointed in the grade of first lieuten- 
ant on July 1, 1920, has to his credit op 
that date three years’ constructive service, 
unless his actual commissioned service is 
im excess of three years, in which case he 
gets full credit for all his commissioned 
service. 

The second paragraph of this section 
geems inconsistent with the above, since it 
atates that “all officers appointed in grades 
of captain or first or second lieutenant to 
date July 1, 1920, shall be credited with 
continuous service from April 6, 1917, to 
date of approval of this act, and this con- 
tinuous, service shall be in lieu of all con- 
structive service to which any such officer 
might be entitled under this section.” 

If the second paragraph is to hold, I 
fail to see any benefit by the proyisions of 
the first paragraph to those appointed in 
the grade of captain. Those appointed in 
the grade of first lieutenant on July 1, 
1920, would have on Feb. 1, 1922, assum- 
ing that the proposed bill Were approved 
on that date, constructive and actual ser- 
vice amounting to four years and seven 
months by the application of the first para- 
graph, while the second paragraph in- 
creases the constructive and actual ser- 
vice to four years nine months twenty-five 


ys. 

Take the case of those appointed in the 
grade of captain, using the same dates as 
above. The first paragraph gives a total 
of eight years seven months service, while 
the second paragraph reduces this to four 
years nine months twenty-five days, a loss 
to captains of approximately three years 
nine months. Paragraph 2 appears to nul- 
lify Paragraph 1 of Section 3 

The second paragraph favors those ap- 
pet in the grade of first lieutenant on 

uly 1, 1920, while the first paragraph fa- 
vors those appointed in the grade of cap- 
tain on that date. Certainly something is 
wrong with the wording.

CONTINUOUS SERVICE PAY. 


To THe Epiror: 

I note under Sec. 11 of the proposed 
mew pay bill as printed in your issue of 
Jan. 7 that the existing laws providing 
for continuous service pay are to be re- 
gone, and substituted for this pay will 

a payment of $25 multiplied by the 
number of years in the enlistment period 
from. which the goldier was last dis- 
cha paid upon reenlistment. This 

not amount to more than $75. 

A soldier of the fourth grade with over 
fifteen years’ Teceives now 
thirty per cent. of or $13.50 a month;

vice pay. He also receives a $90 bonus 
upon re-enlistment under certain condi- 
tions. Were he to re-enlist under Sec. 11 
of this proposed bill he would lose $15 of 
the present bonus and $486 continuous 
service pay. If he were to receive upon 
re-enlistment $25 multiplied by the num- 
ber of years continuous service he had 
upon re-enlistment, he would, were he then 
on his eighteenth year draw the sum of 
$450, which would still be an actual loss 
of $51 to him. Surely no one would con- 
template any reduction as great as $501 
for an enlistment at a time when the mar- 
ried N.C.O. is having such an up-Lill 
struggle.

PAY FOR SERVICE RENDERED. 


Te THE Eprror: 

I’m for “Let’s Go” in his remarks on 
the proposed pay bill as published in the 
last issue of the JouRNAL. I can supple- 
ment bis remarks with a few statements 
as to my views of the situation. 

The pay of the Services should be based, 
as in other walks of life, on the service 
rendered. The working criterion of service 
rendered is rank and grade, and it is on 
this basis that the pay table should be 
drawn up. Making length of service and 
number of dependents the criterion con- 
verts the Army and Navy into welfare as- 
sociations, in the matter of pay. 

It is recognized that a married man has 
more responsibilities and expenses in his 
private life than a bachelor. When a man 
marries he should nognize the disadvan- 
tages of married life as well as its advan- 
tages. He, having accepted the advantages, 
should also accept the disadvantages with- 
out being discriminated in favor of by ad- 
ditional pay at the expense of officers per- 
forming the same or similar duty but un- 
married. 

There are already discriminations in fa- 
vor of the married man which have grown 
large enough without the great increase of 
the proposed pay bill: 

(a) Income tax. 

(b) Commutation of quarters at sea 
for married officers, 

(c) Difference in commuted heat and 
light to married officers on shore. 

(d) The Transportation act, which is 
essentially a married man’s law, and has 
already cost a very large amount. This 
act provides only for the transportation 
of wives and dependent children. In one 
case, to move a married officer about 1,000 
miles the cost was, under this act, nearly 
$400, whereas a bachelor going the same 
distance created an expense, under this 
act, of about $5. Any advantages under 
this act in the bachelor’s fayor are minor 
and secondary. 

The tendency to penalize the Service 
bachelor should stop; it has already gone 
too far without present proposed premiums 
to the married man. It is still a matter of 
argument as to who renders the better ser- 
vice, the bachelor or married man. 

There should be some reward Tor length 
of service, but it should not be the main 
criterion. The present fogies are satis- 


factory and sufficient.

RETIRED LIST INEQUALITIES. 


To THe Eprror: 

I see no comment in your issue of Jan. 
14 on Sec. 19 of the proposed new pay bill, 
although to my interpretation, enacted as 
written, it makes permanent the discrimi- 
nation under which the present retired list 


is now suffering. 

“Nothing contained in this act shall op- 
erate to affect pay officers now on retired 
list are now receiving.” 

Therefore officers retired before this bill 
is effective continue to receive three- 
fourths the 1908 pay. “Hereafter”—mean- 
ing from date new pay bill goes into ef- 
fect—“officers of any of the Services . . 
shall have their retired pay, or equivalent 
pay, computed as now provided in this act 
at time of retirement”; that is, three- 
fourths service base pay, subsistence and 
rentals. Sec. 10—General officers receive 
$7,000 base, increased not to exceed $8,500 ; 
brigadier generals, $8,000, $9,500; Major 
generals. Three fourths of each, respec- 
tively $6,375 and $7,125, will be fheir ré- 
tirement pay, retirement after, as againat 
for same grades retirement before date of 
new act.

recommended that thousands of acres of 
military reservations be sold and that cer- 
tain posts and schools be consolidated. 
With this plan Mr. MeKenzie insists that 
there can be a great reduction in the over- 
head charges of the Army. There is a 
suspicion, however, that Mr. McKenzie is 
aware that this is about the last thing that 
Congress will do, for such a suggestion 
has always been an unpopular one in Con- 
gress. 

The report, submitted by the committee 
composed of Representatives McKenzie, 
Frank L. Greene of Vermont and W. J. 
Fields of Kentucky, brings out the fact that 
there is no data on file in the War Depart- 
ment indicating accurately the extent and 
the exact location of all the land that the 
War Department owns. The committee 
commends Secretary Weeks for his efforts 
to dispose of this property, but appar- 
ently the work has just started. There 
are about twenty-five military reservations 
in the state of Washington alone for which 
there is no definite data. 


Consolidating the Schools 


1On the question of consolidation of 
schools, the report says: 

“It would not only be good military 
policy, but would result in a large saving 
to consolidate the Infantry School, the 
Signal Corps School, the Tank Officers’ 
School and the School for Engineering at 
Camp Benning, Ga. Putting all four at 
this splendid location would result in a 
wonderful saving of overhead. In time 
of war on the field of action the Infantry, 
Engineers, Signal Corps and Tank men 
work side by side on the front lines and 
it seems unanswerable that their training 
together in peace times for possible action 
in war is sound military policy.” 


Reducing Depots and Ranges 


The committee considers it would be 
economical to abandon the repair centers 
for automobiles and motor trucks at Camp 
Holabird, Camp Jesup and Camp Lara- 
more. It recommends that the remount 
depots be reduced to two, favoring the re- 
tention of one each at Fort Keogh, Mont., 
and Fort Robinson, Neb. As to the Field 
Artillery the committee urges strongly that 
either Camp Bragg or Camp Knox be 
abolished, for “surely it is not necessary 
to have two great artillery ranges located 
in the same section of the country, and we 
most emphatically recommend that one of 
the fields be sold in the interest of economy 
and sane military preparedness.” 

The committee would abolish all the na- 
tional cantonments except Camp Lewis. 
In concluding, the report says: 

“The War Department shonld at once 
submit to Congress an outline of the posts 
to be retained as active military centers, 
and it is the view of this committee that 
such posts as Washington Barracks, Fort 
Sheridan and Fort Oglethorpe and others 


should be designated, and when this is | 


done all permanent improvements (and 
there should be no other kind) for officers’ 
quarters and shelter for enlisted men 
should be expended at these places and not 
frittered away by spending a small amount 
of money in a thousand different places.” 
All of which has a familiar sound to 
those who have been watching Service leg- 
islation for the past twenty years. Al- 
ready protests are pouring in from the 
vicinity of posts marked for the slaughter.

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The Olympic Games 


N a recent article on “The Modern 
| Olympic Games,” Prof. William Mil- 

ligan Sloane, of Princeton Univer- 

sity, a member. of the International 
Olympic Committee, states that “‘the com- 
mittee hopes that the day is not far dis- 
tant when, through its moral influence, the 
Orient as well as the Occident may be 
nationally organized for competition, and 
that the benefits of play for country as 
well as for self may by such organizations 
be alluringly offered to youth and adults 
of both sexes in every walk of life. The 
field of the Olympic idea is not merely 
sportive and social, it is educational and 
sociological as, well,” 

Heretofore the direction and control of 
the participation of the United States in 
the Olympic Games have been in the hands 
of a self-constituted American Olympic 
Committee of about one hundred and fifty 
members. After the 1920 Olympiad it was 
decided to attempt the organization of a 
representative association which, among 
other duties, would be charged with the 
formation of an American Olympic Com- 
mittee. The National Collegiate Athletic 
Association, at its annual conference in 
Chicago in December, 1920, unanimously 
approved of the proposition to form such 
a body, at the same time expressing its 
preference for a federation of all national 
bodies interested in amateur sports. 


Conference in November 
A conference on the subject was called 
for Nov. 25, 1921, in New York city. The 
Secretary of War, upon being invited to 
send delegates to this meeting, wrote in 
part as follows: 


“I believe that the problem which con- 
fronts us is a greater one than our mere 
svemnne a in the quadrennial 
games of International Olympic Com- 
mittee, and that we should take the present 
oceasion to lay the foundation of a nation- 
wide federation which shall embrace all 
those permanent organizations in the United 
States devoted to amateur sports and 
physical education. Much has re- 
cently been said relative to the formation 
of some governmental agency which will 
have for its purpose the co-ordination of 
all national activities devoted to physical 
education. As nothing concrete has been 
done in this matter I, in conjunction with 
the Secretary of the Navy, take pleasure 
in recommending to your favorable con- 
sideration my underlying purpose as outlined 
generally in the proposed constitution, here- 
with, and the federation which this con- 
stitution will bring into being.” 

The constitution forwarded by Secre- 
tary Weeks prescribed that the mission of 
the proposed federation “shall be to create 
and maintain a permanent organization 
tepresentative of amateur sports and all 
organizations devoted thereto in the United 
States; to establish and maintain the high- 
est ideals of amateur sport in the United 
States; to promote the development of 
physical education; to standardize the 
rules of all amateur athletic games or com- 
petitions, and to direct and control the 
participation of this country in the Inter- 


national Olympic Games.” 


Control in Few Hands 


The delegates present at the conference 
on Nov. 25 rejected the federation and 
adopted a constitution and by-laws for an 
Olympic Association which provides for 
the membership of various organizations 
with a total voting power of 110. The 
Army and the Navy are each allotted three 
votes. The peculiar provision is made that 
any delegate present at a meeting can cast 
all the yotes to which his organization is 
entitled. A representative of the Amateur 
Athletic. Union could cast thirty-six votes 
and its affiliated members enough more to 


control any meeeting that might be held. 


In effect, under the rules adopted, nine 
delegates, with their allotted- voting power, 
might constitute a quorum, elect an Olym- 
Dic Committee, and virtually control the 
Participation of the United States in the 
Olympic Games. 

The constitution adopted states that the 
Olympic Association is formed for the pur- 
Pose of assuring continued interest in the 
Olympic Games and more particiilarly to 
constitute seasonably in advance of each 
Olympiad an American Olympic Commit- 
tee which shall have jurisdiction of all

matters pertaining to the participation of 
the United States therein. There is pre- 
scribed a quadrennial meeting during the 
year before that set for the Olympic 
Games. It seems evident that the Ameri- 
can Olympic Association, as formed, will 
not function continuously and that it is 
not truly representative and democratic. 

Those who favor a federation believe 
that it could be made a potent and con- 
tinuing factor for the physical develop- 
ment and improvement of the people of 
the United States. If all the amateur ath- 
letie organizations in the country would 
join in a.concerted movement to stimulate 
play activities and sports the effect would 
be of national importance. In such a 
movement the Olympic Games would come 
as a Climax to each four-year cycle and 
serve to stimulate healthful activities 
among the masses of our countrymen. 
There is still a possibility that a federa- 
tion may be formed. 


The Value of Guam™ 


LEADING New York daily recently 

A published the opinions of a promi- 

nent rear admiral respecting the 

value of Guam to the United 

States as a naval base. The general sense 

of these views was that Guam was of no 

practical value to our Navy, and that con- 

sequently we had conceded nothing of im- 

portance in agreeing not to add to its local 
defenses. 

It seems most unfortunate that Ameri- 
ean officers should hamper the American 
conferees in the inevitable bargaining so 
prominent in diplomatic effort, especially 
when their opinions are opposite to those 
of a great majority of competent officers. 

Guam is a small island whose very com- 
pactness is an important asset, since the 
ease with which it can be defended is en- 
hanced thereby. Only a comparatively 
few guns and small number of troops are 
needed to.make it impregnable against any 
effort that can be made from the sea. It 
is very conveniently located on the direct 
route from Hawaii to the Philippines, and 
so spaced between them as to serve ad- 
mirably as a stepping stone between these 
larger American possessions. 

Few vessels except battleships carry suf- 
ficient bunker fuel to make the trip of 
4,700 miles from Hawaii to the Philip- 
pines without a stop. As a refueling point 
for the smaller vessels of the fleet in such 
a journey, and for supply ships traveling 
the same route subsequently, Guam is a 
position of great potential value. 


Value as Repair Station 


With our fleet operating in the western 
Pacific, dry docks and repair facilities at 
Guam would obviate the necessity of send- 
ing many units so far to the rear as Ha- 
waii or California—a round trip saving of 
at least 6,600 milés. When it is reealled 
that the Grand Fleet was frequently much 
embarrassed during the war by the ab- 
sence of ships undergoing docking and fe- 
pairs, even with bases very close at hand, 
this factor in the great potential value of 
Guam is manifest even to laymen. 

Whether such facilities would serve the 
fleet better at some point in the Philip- 
pines is doubtful, since it would depend 
upon the relative defensibility and near- 
ness of such point to the theater of maxi- 
mum activity, Even with the major base 
plant in the Philippines a secondary one 
at Guam would be highly desirable. 

The only defect of any consequence in 


Guam is the restricted anchorage ground 
which its harbor affords. This limitation 
undoubtedly reduces the value of the ‘place 
as a principal base for the operations of 
a large fleet. Yet this fault can be reme- 
died to a great extent by conventional 
methods of harbor improvement. 

The present anchorage, clear of all but a 
few easily removable shoals, is two miles 
long by one mile wide. Such an area 
should accommodate normally twenty-four 
large ships at single anchor, or forty- 
eight moored with two anchors, or a con- 
siderably greater number if bow and 
stern moorings are provided. Of course, 
our fleet during active operations would 
require room at its main base for probably 
200 large vessels and 500 smaller ones, 
and Guam could not take such numbers 
without extensive improvements. But if 
the shallow water now about equal in area 
to the deep anchorage be dredged and 
wharves be built along thé shore line, it is 
likely that a fleet of even that size could 
be berthed within the harbor. 


Larger Harbor Than Gibraltar 

It is surprising how many ships can be 
placed in a small harbor when it is im- 
proved. Even so small a place as Hono- 
lulu, but half developed and probably less 
than one-tenth the size of Guam, can ac- 
commodate about twenty large ships and 
numerous small ones. The protected berth- 
ing area at Gibraltar is only one-fourth 
the size of the present deep anchorage at 
Guam. If the utility of Guam is to be 
questioned on the score of its limited size, 
then Gibraltar is of even lesS value to the 
British. 

Can any one imagine the British freely 
agreeing not to increase the local defenses 
of Gibraltar on the assumption that it 
really is of no value to them as a naval 
base? 

Even if Guam were not the only Ameri- 
can stepping stone between Hawaii: and 
the Philippines, its position and natural 
hydrographic advantages would fully jus- 
tify the development of a large naval base 
there. The fact that it is the only stop- 
ping point renders such development and 
defense doubly important to us in prepara- 
tion for any extensive naval operations in 
the Orient. In agreeing to make no addi- 
tion to its present weak defenses we have 
conceded a great deal. 


Army Not a Reformatory 


HE point, made in the Army and 

| Navy recruiting regulations, that 

the moral character of a candidate 

for enlistment is one of his impor- 

tant qualifications for service, has been re- 

iterated in the ARMY AND Navy JouRNAL 

frequently. It is now generally known 

that men convicted of crime or under 

charges of breach of the law will not be 

enlisted if the facts in their cases are 
known to the recruiting officer. 

Now and then, however, an attempt is 
made to use the Army as a reformatory. 
A recent case is that of a young man ta- 
ken before a North Carolina court on 
charges of larceny and released under sus- 
pension of sentence on his assurance that 
he would enlist in the Army. 

The rejection of this man by the recruit- 
ing officer when he learned of the appli- 
eant’s court history was but a repetition 
of the course pursued by every other re- 
eruiting officer under like circumstances, 
for the Army and Navy have no place for 


undesirables of any kind, and decline to 
have such foisted upon them by parents, 
friends, judges ov advocates. 

The following is from a recent editorial 
in the Greensboro (N.C.) News, written 
as a result of the agitation caused by the 
attempt of the North Carolina yoweth to 
evade punishment by joining the Army : 

“Nothing could be more prejudicial to 


morale than the notion that the Army af- 
fords a convenient dumping place for se- 
cial misfits, criminals or pele 278 in the

making, or for men in a sort of 
zone between the status of a free 
and that of a convict. Regardless 
guilt or innocence of the, man im question, 
the mere fact of his arraignment for a 
felony placed him under a cloud of such 
character that he could not have been ac- 
cepted in the Army except after having 
been declared innocent by the court.”

Support for the Navy 


HROUGH the feg of pacifism that 

l has enshrouded the Arms Confer- 

ence streaks of intelligent light be- 

gin to break. The real leaders in 
the movement for a limitation of arma- 
ments have not lost their bearings. They 
are taking soundings of the channel and 
harbor of safety as it exists, and not as 
they think it should be. 

Following the interview with Senator 
Lodge and other Congressional leaders on 
the needs of the Navy, published in the 
Army AND Navy JourNAL, comes the Phil- 
adelphia Public Ledger with a splendid 
analysis of the conditions that will obtain 
in the Navy as a result of the adoption of 
the Hughes program, written by Frederick 
William Wile, its Washington correspon- 
dent. 

Mr. Wile has acquired the habit of go- 
ing to the heart of a subject in covering a 
story and in his statement of the needs of 
the Navy he runs true to form. 


Skilled Personnel Important 


He says, in the course of his interpreta- 
tion of the situation: 

“Instead of the former contest in num- 
bers, size and armament of materia] units, 
there will be a competition in preparedness 
and skill of personnel. If America, for ex- 
ample. is to have in future a maximum of 
500,000 tons of capital ships and- Great 
Britain is to have 500,000 tons, it is held 
to be inevitable each nation must strive to 
make every ton count to the uttermost 
limit,” 

This, coming from Mr. Wile and ap- 
pearing in the Philadelphia Public Ledger, 
is significant. The Public Ledger has 
never wavered in its support of the limita- 
tion of armament movement, and does not 
now. It has aggressively and consistently 
supported the League of Nations, the As- 
sociation of Nations and any movement 


Harding issued his call the Public Ledger 
organized a movement in this direction. 

Now, however, when the President and 
Secretary Hughes have gone even beyond, 
or at least te the limit of, national. seeur- 
ity in offering terms for the limitation of 
armament, Mr. Wile is evidently of the 
opinion that steps should be taken to keep 
the American Navy up to the agreed ratio 
of the Arms Conference. ” 

There is an indication that other mem- 
bers of the metropolitan press will follow 


the Public Ledger that Congress can be 
rescued from the domination of the paci- 
fists. 

The Public Ledger does not belong in 
the seciety with men in Congress that are 
now demanding the serapping of the per- 
sonnel of the Army and Navy.. This was 
the group which opposed the Selective 
Service act and other measures for the 
prosecution of the Great War,

FIELD ARTILLERY INSTRUCTION. 


Despite the stringent economy forced on 
the War Department through the failure of 
Congress to provide necessary funds the 
Chief of Field Artillery has obtained suffi- 
cient moneys for the purpose of conduct- 
ing a course of Field Artillery instruction 
at Fort Sill for a limited number of officers 
of the. Reserve Corps. This class will be 
composed of two officers from each corps 
area, making a total of eighteen, who will 
be authorized to take the course. 

The school starts on March 1 and con- 
tinues for ten weeks. This will be the first 
opportunity that has been given to Re- 
serve officers to attend the school. Here- 
tofore courses have been maintained for 
Regular and National Guard officers. 

It is the beginning of a system of in- 
struction in the third component of the 
Army of the United States—the Organized 
Reserves. If Congress provides the funds 
this instruction will become one of the 
most important activities of the Field Ar- 
tillery. The classes will be limited only 
by the amount of funds which Congress 
makes available. 





78TH DIVISION OFFICERS MEET. 


The officers of the 78th Division, now 
being organized in New Jersey, were called 
to a conference at the Essex Club, New- 
ark, N.J., Jan. 10, by Col. William M. 
Morrow, the division chief of staff. It was 
the first assemblage of the officers of the 
new organization and proved to be just the 
cementing influence needed at this period 
of the division’s initial organization. 

Colonel Morrow gave ‘a comprehensive 
review of the organization of the Reserves 
and the general policies of the War De- 
partment governing them. He also empha- 
sized the fact that there was but one 
Army—the Army of the United States. 
His statement, “that only by the most ear- 
nest spirit of mutual support and loyal co- 
operation between the Regular Army, Na- 
tional Guard and Organized Reserves, free 


Army of the United States,” met with a 
ringing applause. 

Lieut. Col. B. H. Kerfoot explained the 
working of training centers and the plans 
of the War Department for a course of 
training for 2,000 Reserve officers and 
1,000 enlisted Reserves at the training 
centers during the summer of 1 

Major V. G. Olsmith talked on the sub- 
ject of administration, calling attention 
mainly to records to be kept in Organized 
Reserve units, subject matter appropriate 
for general and special orders and regula- 
tions governing examination for promotion. 

Talks were made by the commanding 
officers of the various organizations of the 
division. All were of the opinion that a 
eitizen army solved the military problem 
of the United States and were glad that a 
definite military policy had at last been 
adopted. They also expressed themeslves 
as glad to be of whatever service they could 
in the new work. 





SANITARY OFFICERS B.C. 


Paragraph 58, Section III, Special Reg- 
ulations No. 43, 1921, War Dept., has 
been amended so as to prescribe the grades 
in the Sanitary Officers’ Reserve Corps.as 
from second lieutenant to colonel inelu- 
sive.

M. T. Camps Association 
PROPOSED TRAINING CAMPS. 

In the important matter of military 
training for civilians at various camps the 
War Department has indicated to the sey. 
eral corps area commanders that it ex. 
pects to depend largely upon the Military 
Training Camps Association for recruit. 
ing the citizens’ training camps. 

The Military Training Camps Associa- 
tion made a remarkable record last sum- 
mer in enlisting young men for the citi- 
zens’ training camps, and it has practically 
become a settled policy of the department 
to employ this organization in interesting 
students in the camps. 

The budget prepared for the next camp 
season provides funds for about 27,000 
students at the camps, and in all proba- 
bility there will be an effort made by some 
of the Senators and Representatives who 
are interested in them to increase this ap- 
propriation if the House Committee on 
Appropriations fails to do so. 


Mobilization of Reserves. 

If Congress provides the funds, the first 
mobilization of the Organized Reserves 
will take place next summer. There will 
also be large Citizens’ Training Camps ac- 
tivity worked in with the Reserves. The 
whole scheme will be largely in the hands 
of the corps area commanders, who have 
been directed to prepare plans for the mo- 
bilization of the Organized Reserves and 
the training of students at the civilian 
camps. 

Funds are provided for this camp train- 
ing in the budget which is now before the 
House Committee'on Appropriations. The 
corps area commanders have been cau- 
tioned not to take any official action for 
the mobilization or the organization of 
citizens’ training camps until the. amount 
of the funds which will be available is 
known. 

Special Instructions. 

As a preliminary step, the corps area 
commanders have been directed during the 
winter to give special instruction to offi- 
cers and men who will serve with the Or- 
ganized Reserves and the Citizens’ Train- 
ing Camps. 

If Congress provides the funds, each 
corps area commander will be authorized 
to call out 2,000 Reserve officers for fif- 
teen days. There will be 100 called to ac- 
tive duty for forty-five days. In addition 
to this, it is proposed to call in each corps 
area 1,000 Reserve N.C.O., to help the 
Regular Army personnel on duty with the 
Organized Reserves and the Citizens’ 
Training Camps. 

The corps area commanders are directed 
to give the same opportunity for National 
Guard officers to serve with the Organized 
Reserves or in the citizens training camps 
as they do to Reserve officers who are not 
members of the National Guard. All of 
the service either of officers or enlisted 
men of the Reserves will be voluntary. 


Naval Reserve Force 
UNIFORM GRATUITY, NAVAL RESERVES. 


The Court of Claims decided as far back 
as Nov. 15, 1920, that an officer of the 
Naval Reserve Force who received, as Tre 
quired by law, a uniform gratuity of $150 
and was afterwards appointed and commis- 
sioned an officer for temporary service in 
the Regular Navy, whose account was 
checked the amount of the uniform gratu- 
ity so paid him, was entitled to receive 
back the amount from the Government. It 
therefore gave judgment for the $150, 
which was in due course paid. 

In a later case it decided, March 28, 
1921, that the same rule applied to an offi- 
cer transferred from the Naval Reserve 
Force to the Regular Navy for permanent 
service, and also gave judgment in his fa- 
vor, which also was paid. 

It had been hoped that all these claims 
would thereupon be settled by the account- 
ing officers in due course of business. How- 
ever, the Comptroller of the Treasury, un- 
der date of April 22, 1921, refused to fol- 
low the decisions of the Court of Claims, 
and held that he would not allow any such 
claims. 

Messrs. King and King, who prosecuted 
the original test cases, have now presented 
a number of cases to the Court of Claims, 
the only tribunal now open to the officers 
so checked. After much difficulty in ob- 
taining official information in regard te 
them nineteen of the cases are at last 
ready for briefing by the attorneys. 

It remains to be seen what action will 
now be taken in preparing ‘these cases for 
hearing on the part of the Government, but 
it is believed that the court will not per- 
mit much longer delay in the settlement of 
these long-standing obligations of the Gov-

Col. John H. Russell, U.S.M.C., whose 
nomination for appointment to brigadier 
general on Jan. 4 we noted briefly in our 
issue of Jan. @, was appointed a naval 
cadet May 18, 1888, and was transferred 
to the Marine Corps as a second lieuten- 
ant in 1894. During his service he has 
among other duties seen service in Ha- 
waii, Panama, Pekin, China, Vera Cruz, 
Mexico, Santo Domingo and Haiti. 

He was awarded the Haitien Medaille 
Militaire by the President of Haiti, the 
fcllowing citation accompanying the 
award: “Has rendered invaluable services 
ty the Republie in organizing, as head of 
ihe operating forces, the pacification of the 
disturbed regions; has on many occasions 
traversed these regions thus giving to his 
subordinates the noblest example of cool- 
ness, of courage, of contempt of danger. 
Remarkable for his military skill and en- 
ergy, has during the nights of Oct. 9, 
1919, and Jan. 15, 1920, inflicted severe 
Jessons upon the bandits, who since then 
have understood that they could no longer 
yenture out in gpen country.” 

Colonel Russell was recommended by 
the Major General Commandant for the 
award of the Navy Distinguished Service 
Medal. On Nov. 11, 1920, he was award- 
ed the Navy Cross. The followinz cita- 
tio accompanied the award: “For dis- 
tinguished service in the line of his pro- 
fession in able administration of the Ist 
Provisional Brigade of Marines in Haiti, 
and for wisdom and tact in all his dealings 
with the officials of the Haitian govern- 
ment and people.” 





Rear Admiral Herman O. Stickney, U. 
§.N., recently placed on the retired list for 
physical disability in the line of duty, was 
awarded the Congressional Medal of Honor 
“for distinguished conduct in battle; en- 
gagements of Vera Cruz, April 21 and 22, 
1914; covered the landing of the 21st with 
the guns of the Prairie, and throughout 
the attack and occupation rendered impor- 
tant assistance to our forces on shore with 
his 3-inch battery.” 

Admiral Stickney was also awarded the 
Navy Cross “for exceptionally meritorious 
srvice in a-duty of great responsibility as 
commanding officer of the U.S.S. Ver- 
mont.” Te was born in Pepperell, Mass., 
in 1867, and was appointed a naval cadet 
in 1884. He was commissioned an assist- 
ant engineer in 1890. During the Span- 
ish-American War he served in the Iowa. 
In 1918 he was appointed a member of the 
Board of Inspection and Duty and later 
commanded the Train, Pacific Fleet. Ad- 
miral Stickney has had over twenty years 
of sea service and fourteen years and 
eeven months’ shore duty. 





Capt. Tames F. Carter, U.S.N., who has 
been retired for disability in the line of 
duty, has had twenty-three years and three 
months’ sea service and nearly eleven 
years of shore duty. He was born in Penn- 
sylvania, March 25, 1869, and was gradu- 
ated from the U.S.N.A. in 1891. 

Captain Carter was awarded the Navy 
Cross “for exceptionally meritorious ser- 
vice in a duty of great responsibility as 
commanding officer of the U.S.S. Alabama 
and the U.SS. Connecticut.” Among 
other duties he has been in command of 
the battleship Alabama, was supervisor of 
New York harbor, head of the Electrical 
School at the navy yard, New York, was 
In command of the Castine, and was ex- 
ecutive officer at the navy yard, Philadel- 
hia. His last duty was at the Naval 
War College, Newport, R,I.

Obituaries 








Col. Edward C. Brooks, late U.S.A., 
and a graduate of the U.S.M.A., class of 
, died in New York city, Jan. 14, of 
Fleumonia. He was born in Missouri 
April 12, 1863, and after graduating from 
est Point was assigned to the 8th Cav- 
ary. Among other duties he served in 
the Sioux campaign of 1890, was on col- 
ege duty and served in the Cuban cam- 
Paign of 1898 with the 6th Cavalry. 
Colonel Brooks, who was appointed 
Sain _and A.A.G. of U.S. Volunteers 
t Pt. 17, 1898, also served as an A.D.C. 
“ Brig. Gen. Leonard Wood, U.S.V., in 
C , and was auditor of the island of 
ng in 1900. He served as a captain of 
€ 11th Cavalry in Philippine campaigns 
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and resigned from the Army May 2, 1905. 
De the World War he was appointed 
colonel of Infantry, U.S.A., and served at 
Comp Pike, Ark. He was honorably dis- 
charged Dec. 3, 1918. Colonel Brooks 
traveled extensively in South America. 


Col. Charles Young, U.S.A., retired, the 
only colored graduate of the U.S.M.A. to 
reach the grade of colonel, died at Mon- 
rovia, Liberia, Jan. 12, as reported in a 
cablegram to the State Department. Col- 
onel Young was born in Kentucky, March 
12, 1864, and was graduated from the U.S. 
M.A. in the class of 1889, when he was 
assigned to the 10th Cavalry. He was 
transferred to the 9th Cavalry the follow- 
ing October. He was retired as colonel 
June 22, 1917, for disability in the line of 


duty. 

Colonel Young’s first duty after gradua- 
tion was on the frontier at Fort Robinson, 
Neb. He was promoted first lieutenant, 
7th Cavalry, Dec. 22, 1896, and was trans- 
ferred to the 9th Cavalr; Oct. 1, 1897. 
He was appointed major of Volunteers dur- 
ign the War with Spain and was assigned 
to the 9th Ohio colored Infantry. 

Among subsequent service he was on 
duty in the Philippines, served as military 
attaché at Port au Prince, Haiti; was on 
duty in 2d Division General Staff, 1907-08, 
and served at posts in the West and South 
and in the office of the Chief of Staff. Ool- 
onel Young was appointed military attaché 
at Monrovia, Liberia, May 31, 1912, and 
took part in the Mexican punitive expedi- 
tion in 1916 as a major in the 9th Cavalry. 
He received the Spingarn Medal for Afri- 
can work. During the World War, Col- 
onel Young was ordered on active duty 
with National Guard colored troops of 
Ohio while in camp and was also in com- 
mand of a development unit at Camp 
Grant, Il. 





Lieut. Col. James Franklin Overton, who 
served during the Civil War as an officer 
of General Forrest’s cavalry brigade of the 
Confederate Army, died at his home at Los 
Angeles, Calif., Dec. 26, in his 91st year. 
He was & descendant of Major Gen. Robert 
Overton of Cromwell’s army and of Capt. 
John Overton of George Washington’s 
forces at Yorktown. He was the father of 
Capt. Clough Overton, U.S.A., who was 
killed in action in the Philippine Islands, 
and after whom Camp Overton in Mindanao 
was named. He had two grandsons in the 
World War, one in the Aviation Corps, 
and his youngest son, Mr. Paul Overton, 
was given a commission in the Judge Ad- 
vocate General’s Department. Though in 
his 91st year, Colonel Overton had never 
worn glasses and his health was perfect 
until a few days prior to his death.

DISBURSING DUTIES ON BOARD SHIP. 


G.O. 75, DEC. 8, 1921, N.D. 
1. Hereafter on all vessels to which two 
commissioned officers of the Supply Corps are 
attached, all disbursing duties heretofore per- 
formed by a commissioned officer of the Sup- 
ply Corps designated as the supply officer wil] 
be performed by a commissioned officer of the 


Supply Corps designated as the ‘‘assistant 
= disbursing.’’ 

The ‘‘assistant for disbursing’’ will have 
Ganea of the ship’s finances and will be re- 


quired to handle all Government funds per- 
taining to the supply department of the ves- 
sel. make payment of all public bills, maintain 
the payrolls, and render the required financial 
returns to the Treasury Department and the 
Bureau of Supplies and Accounts in his own 
name and on his own responsibility. 

3. The officer of the Supply Corps designated 
as the supply officer will remain in direct 
charge of the supply department of such ves- 
sels, and will exercise all due authority per- 
taining to the operation of his department, but 
will be relieved from the procurement, cus- 
tody, transfer and issue of funds and from 
the responsibility therefor to the Treasury 
Department. 

4. The provisions of this order will not be 
put into effect on any vessel until the receipt 
of orders involving the necessary transfers of 
funds.

NAVAL ACADEMY ORDER NO. 1—22. 


Annapolis, Md., Jan. 8, 1922. 


1, The Superintendent desires to invite the 
attention of the Regiment to the importance 
of class standing and its effect upon your 
chosen careers. Class standing at graduation 
determines the time of promotion for the va- 
rious members of the class and this will ob- 
tain throughout the greater part of your Ser- 
vice lives. For the promotion from ensign to 
junior lieutenant and junior lieutenant to lieu- 
tenant class standing does not count so much, 
but after that, the man who stands first in 
his class will be given the first vacancy and 
so on down through the whole class. 

2. There is a concrete example of this in 
existence at present. The top of one class of 
graduates from the Naval Academy have had 
their commander’s commissions for some four 
years. The foot of that class are still lieu- 
tenant commanders. These commissions were 
temporary. The top of the class have made 
their permanent numbers, while the remainder 
of the class will revert to lieutenant com- 
manders. 

3. A similar condition existed among the 
temporary captains. A fortunate few held 
captain’s commissions for over three years 
while most of their classmates were com- 
manders, 

4. Selection operates to change this system 
in some degree, but not to a great amount. 
If the senior man and the man next junior to 
him are of apparently equal ability, the senior 
will naturally be selected ahead of the junior. 

5. Those of you who are satisfied with as 
some say, ‘‘A little old 2.5,’’ had best lay on 
your oars for a moment and think this all 
over. The four years in the Academy have a 
very serious and important bearing upon the 
entire remainder of your lives. If some class- 
mate stands higher than you, make Sure that 
it is not because you have failed to make the 
maximum effort commensurate with your nat- 
ural ability. Work means success. Doing 
one’s best not only will be of value to you in 
your class standing, but getting the habit. of 
making the maximum effort in whatever you 
are trying to do will crystalize that part of 
your character into a very valuable asset for 


your future lives.

COAST GUARD NOTES. 


The Coast Guard cutters Unalga, Algonquin 
and Bear have recently returned to their re 
spective headquarters on the Pacific coast of 
the United States from duty in the Bering Sea 


and Arctic Ocean, in which waters they have 
been actively cruising since April and May, 
1921. 


The paramount duty of these vessels has been 
the patrol of the waters of the North Pacific 
Ocean and of the Bering Sea from Cape Fiat 


tery, Wash., to Attu, the westernmost of the 


Aleutian Islands, also in the vicinity of the 
Pribilov Islands, for the purpose of enforcing 
the provisions of the Convention of July 7, 


1911, between the United States, Great Britain, 
Russia and Japan, for the protection of the fur 
seal and sea otter and for the purpose of en 
forcing the laws and regulations for the protec 
tion of game, the fisheries and fur-bearing ani- 
mals generally in the coastal waters of Alaska. 

In addition, these vessels have rendered as 
sistance to vessels in distress and medical as- 
sistance to the crews of fishing vessels and to all 





natives of Alaska having need of same. Among 
other duties the cutters have also transported 
many native children of Alaska to places where 
they could obtain an education. They visited 
all native villages on the coasts of the Aleutian 
Islands and islands in Bering Sea and along 
the Arctic coast of Alaska as far north as the 
eastern boundary of Alaska, rendering such aid 
and counsel to the aboriginal inhabitants 4s 
Was necessary and proper, enforcing the laws 
and distributing food, mail and supplies. The 
Coast Guard cutters cruised a total of 43,593 
nautical miles in Alaskan, Bering Sea and 
Arctic waters during the session.

REVISED ARMY UNIFORM REGULATIONS 





The revised regulations for the wearing 
of the U.S. Army uniform which have 
been in hand practically since the armi- 
stice have now been issued to the Service, 
dated Sept. 27, 1921, and designated 
“Army Regulations No. 600-40.” At the 
same time the War Department issues a 
revision of the uniform specifications. as 
“Army Regulations No. 600-35" and 
dated Oct. 14, 1921. 

Various features of the revised regula- 
tions have been published from time to 
time as the work progressed. Some of the 
provisions of the regulations, as given in 
A.R. 600-40, are briefed below: 


OCCASIONS. 


1. The prescribed uniform will be worn dur 
ing duty hours and at all times when on 
military post or reservation while stationed 
thereat, except when going therefrom or return- 
ing thereto, or when engaged in athletics or 
sports. Except as above, and except as spe 
eially provided for foreign countries ese. 
6), wearing of civilian dress is optional. em- 
bers of Army serving on foreign station are 
not authorized to. wear civilian dress in occu- 
pied zone of American forces in Germany, 
Philippines, Hawaiian and Panama Canal De- 

rtments and Porto Rico, but may wear civ- 
ilian dress when on leave from and without 
such territorial limits or returning to such 
foreign stations. 

3. Officers with troops will wear the cor- 
responding uniform prescribed for officers, ex- 
cept—officers may wear either woolen or cot- 
ton; officer of the day, in tropics, or in U.S.,

4. For military funerals the service uniform, 
with side arms, will be worm. The badge of 
military mourning will consist of a straight 
band of black crépe or plain black cloth 5 
inches wide, worn around left arm above el 
bow; also, when saber is worn, a knot of black 
crépe on hilt; but no badge of military 
mourning will be worn with uniform, except 
at funerals or for occasions prescribed by 
War Department. As family mourning, offi-

rg Uniform for aids at White House will be 
as from time to time especially prescribed by 
War Department. 


Foreign Service. 


6. Officers who, in foreign countries, are 
present in an official capacity at reviews, offi- 
cial balls, entertainments given by military or 
naval authorities, or messes, or by civil offi- 
cials during official visits of ceremony, and at 
social functions ee | of an official char- 
acter, will appear in uniform suitable for the 
occasion. 

The uniform will be worn in the foreign 
countries named below only as prescribed 
after the name of each. 

Great Britain—The uniform may be worn 
in the United xingiew only when on duty 
therein, or when officially attending court or 
a state ceremony. 

Hungary.—The uniform may be worn in 
Hungary only by: (a) Forei officers or sol- 
diers residing officially in Hungary in virtue 
of stipulations of treaty of Trianon. These 
will be supplied with identification card by 
Royal Ministry of National Defense. (b) Mili- 
tary attachés accredited to Budapest accordin 
to usages of internation law. (c) Officers an 
soldiers specially authorized to wear uniforms 
by Royal Ministry of National Defense. 


Warrant Officers, Field Clerks. 


17. Warrant officers, field clerks, contract 
surgeons, except as otherwise prescribed, will, 
under same conditions, wear same uniform as 
commissioned officers. 


Officers’ Reserve Corps. 


22. Except as otherwise prescribed, a Re 
serve officer on active duty will wear uniform, 
including insignia, preseribed for offichrs of 
Regular Army. 

Reserve officers not on active duty, and 
within U.S. or its possessions, may wear uni- 
form on occasions of military ceremony, and 
when engaged in military instruction of cadet 
corps or similar organization, or when respon- 
sible for military discipline at educational in- 
stitution. Such Reserve officers may also wear 
uniform when attached to organization for 
target practice, or when visiting military sta- 
tion for participation in military drills or ex- 
ercises. 

Reserve officers not on active duty, and out- 
side U.S. or its possessions will not, except 
when granted authority, wear uniform. Such 
officers, on occasions of military ceremony or 
other military functions, may, upon reporting 
to nearest military attaché and having their 
status accredited, be granted authority to ap- 
pear in uniform. 

Field clerks, warrant officers and enlisted 
men of Regular Army and National Guard, who 
also hold commissions in Officers’ Reserve 
Corps, will not wear uniform of their grade in 
Officers’ Reserve Corps, except when called to 
active duty as Reserve officers. 

Members of Officers’ Reserve Corps will pro- 
vide themselves with field uniforms with in- 
signia of branch in which commissioned, for 
use when. ordered to active » Other than 
clothing, everything needed by such officers 
will be issued to them when on active duty, 
except such articles as t may have previ- 
ously purchased from War partment. 


INSIGNIA. 


35. Except as otherwise prescribed, metal 
insignia for wear on uniform clothing will be 
of two kinds: (1) Bronze. (2) Gold or gilt. 
The bronze insignia will be worn on the ser- 
vice uniform; the gold or gilt insignia on the 
white uniforms. 

Reserve officers on active duty and officers 
of the National Guard in Federal service will 
wear the same insignia as officers of the Regu- 
lar Army. 

Collar. 


37. The insignia worn on the collar of the 
service and white dress coats will be of metal 
and will consist of: (1) The letters ‘‘U.S.,"’ 
or prescribed substitute therefor. (See A.R.

600-35, Specifications.) (2) Insignia indi- 
eating branch, bureau, etc., or prescribed sub- 
stitute therefor. 

By warrant officers the insignia of the war- 
rant officer will be worn in lieu of the insignia 
of branch of service. 

38. When the olive-drab shirt is worn with- 
out coat, insignia will be worn on collar as 
follows: 

a. Officers, (1) General officers.—On both 
sides, 1 inch from end, appropriate insignia 
of rank. (2) All other officers, except chap- 
lains.—On left side, 1 inch from end, appro- 
priate insignia of rank; on right side, 1 inch 
from end, insignia indicating branch, bureau, 
ete. (3) Chaplains—On both sides, 1 inch 
from end, insignia of chaplains. 

b. Warrant officers—On both sides, 1 inch 
from end, insignia of warrant officer. 

ec. Enlisted men.—Button insignia as pre- 
seribed for service coat. 


Shoulder. 


39. On each shoulder loop of service cvat 
and white dress coat and on each shoulder of 
aviators’ outside suits or coats, metal or em- 
broidered insignia of rank will be worn as 
follows: 

a. General.—The four stars to be equidis- 
tant, each from the other. 

b. Lieutenant general.—The three stars to 
be en, each from the other.

40. a, On officers’ overcoat. 

1) General officers—The bands of black 
mohair braid will be worn on both sleeves, 
bend 1% inches wide being placed with lower 
edge 2% inches above end of sleeve, and 
band % inch wide beimg placed with lower 
edge 1% inches above upper edge of other.

(3) Chaplains.—Insignia of chaplains will 
be worn on each sleeve, 4 inches from end of 
sleeve. 

b. On officers’ white mess jacket. 

(1) General officers —The white embroi- 
dered stars will be worn on each sleeve, on 
outside half of sleeve, in a single row, cen- 
tered on median line, parallel to end of sleeve, 
and with centers of stars 1% inches above 
upper end of cuff of white braid. 

(3) Chaplains.—Insignia of chaplains will 
be worn on each sleeve, 1% inches above 
band of white braid. 

¢. Warrant officers.—(1) Warrant officers, 
other than of Army Mine Planter Service, will 
wear warrant officers’ insignia on each sleeve 
of overcoat, 4 inches from end of sleeve. On 
white mess jacket wear bands of braid as pre- 
scribed in (2) below. 

(2) Warrant officers of Army Mine Planter 
Service will wear sleeve insignia of A.M.P.S. 
on each sleeve of service coat, overcoat, white 
coat, and white mess jacket, bands of braid 
to be % inch apart, bottom parallel to, and 
3 inches above, edge of sleeve, crown of an- 
chor, and propeller next to center of, and % 
inch from, upper edge of upper band. 


Chevrons. 


Chevrons to denote grade.—Chevrons to de- 
note grade of enlisted men will be worn on 
sleeves of all coats, including overcoat; also 
on sleeves of olive-drab shirt when worn with- 
out coat. They will be worn on both sleeves, 
points up, and midway between elbow and top 
of sleeve. 

Wound and war service chevrons are worn 
on woolen service coat only, wound chevrons 
on right sleeve and war service chevrons on 


left sleeve. 


Service Stripes. 


All enlisted men of Army, National Guard, 
or Organized Reserves who have served faith- 
fally on active Federal service as enlisted men 
in Army, Navy, or Marine Corps for three 
years, continuously or otherwise, or who = 
served similarly in National Guard other n 
in Federal service, will wear appropriate ser- 
vice stripe. . 

A band of forest green braid is authorized 
to be worn by warrant officers and enlisted 
men who served on active duty as commis- 
sioned officers in the Army of the United 
States in the World War, and whose commis- 
sioned service was termina honorably. 

41. Shoulder sleeve insignia 
cerps, armies, communicat zone and - 
quarters of field forces and American forces 
in Germany will be worn by nel belong- 
ing to these organizations. or of 
this pesnqseet the Philippine, Hawaiian and 
Panama Canal Departments are each consid- 
ered a corps.

h. Wearing of decorations, service medals 
or miniatures on civilian clothes should be 
limited to ceremonial occasions, then only 
when strictly appropriate to occasion. 


Foreign Decorations. 


49. a. A person who ids received decoration 
from government of foreign country will wear 
it as a courtesy to that country when attend. 
ing any public function in that country o 
when attending any formal function in any 
country, in the house of, or in honer of, 4 
public official or other distinguished citizen of 
subject of country whose decoration he por 
sesses, and on such occasion foreign decoration 
concerned will take precedence over all others, 
American or foreign, even if this necessitates 
wearing medal of honor on left breast. 

b. Except as prescribed above, wearing of 
foreign decorations or service medals and eor- 
responding service ribbons is optional. They 
will be worn on occasions prescribed for 
American decorations and service medals, or 
service ribbons, respectively, and to left of all 
American decorations and service medals in 
order of date of receipt, except that when one 
Person possesses two or more decorations from 
same foreign country order of precedence of 
partieular decorations shall be determined by 
rules of country concerned. A person who 
does not possess medal of honor, but who has 
ea foreign decoration which, under rules of 
country concerned is required to be worn at 
neck, will so wear it. A foreign decoration or 
service medal will not be worn alone; at least 
one American decoration or service medal (or 
miniature in evening clothes) must be worn 
with a foreign award. 

ce. Decorations, medals, badges and wound 
chevrons or stripes awarded by any country 
associated with U.S. in Worid War for service 
as a member of military forces of such coun- 
try in that war, can be worn at such times as 
corresponding American decorations, medals, 
badges and wound chevyrons or stripes are 
worn under these regulations. 

d. As far as may be consistent with above. 
foreign decorations and medals will be worm 
as nearly as practicable in accordance with 
regulations of country concerned. 


FPourragere. 

50. The fourragere will be worn by all per 
sonnel of organizations to which it has been 
awarded by the French government. It is at 
tached to left shoulder by fastening button 
hole thereof to left shoulder strap button, um 
der shoulder strap, passing fourragere undef 
left arm, and attaching loop on pencil end ‘to 
button of shoulder strap, allowing pencil to 
hang down in front.

52. The pistol will be worn on right hip.
